November I, 1926,

With a last year yield of 87,- 
000 bulos, observers saw today»-a 
chance for 
Morgan 
county 
to 
reach toward 40,000 , bales 
this 
year, the report thus far having 
bedh tabulated only through the 
November 1 date. 
Considerable 
cotton has been ginned since that 
date. 
Ginners in Albany-Decatur and 
Hartselle, principal 
centers 
for 
cotton business, are 
still 
busy, 
though no* having the tremendous 
strain of the mid-cotton season to 
face at the present and it is given 
as an opinion that the middle of 
December will find gins still run­ 
ning, though not at full capacity. 
What effect cold weather will 
have upon p ik e rs is another fac­ 
tor which will enter into this year’s 
yield. Cold weather apparently al­ 
ready has set in and is bound to 
slow up the picking of the product. 
Considerable transportation 
of 
the product from the field is still i 
apparent with farm ers’ 
wagons 
rolling over many county roads, on 
their way to gipning facilities. 
Farm ers, in the main, are hold­ 
ing to their yield, refusing to sell 
a t the present market prices. Some 
feeling the pinch of winter, have 
been forced to sell, but even these 
have sold only enough to take care 
of their immediate necessities and 
are holding the remainder of their 
yields for a rising market.
